Agreeably to which 
Doctrine and prudent Reſerve was the Behaviour 
of the Engliſh Papiſts in 1580: For when Pius 5. 
had excommunicated Q. Elizabelb, diſſolved the 
Allegiance of her Subjects, and anathematized all 
who obeyed her; and Gregory 13. had ratified the 
Sentence; they found themſelves in an ill Situation 
betwixt the Pope's Curſe, and their Prince's Re- 
ſentment. In this Dilemma they petitioned Gre- 

ory, that he would declare the Bull of Pius to 
bind the Queen, and all Hereticks, but not the 
Catbolicts in her Dominions, as Things then flood ; 
but hereafter only, toben that Bull might be put in 
publick Execution. Whence we are cautioned not 


to build too ſecurely on the Sincerity of their Obe 


dience to the preſent Royal Family; and what 
They and We are to expect as ſoon as even theſe 
have Power to do us any hurt. And here 

The Deciſions of another famous Schoolman 
are neceſſary to be mentioned, as an Appendix 
to the Pope's Supremacy, though the 1

II. Whether their Actions have been conform- 
able to their Doctrine? Betwixt ſix and ſeven 
hundred Years ago * we find that furious Prelate 
Hildebrand, or Gree. 7. laying

The Event in many 
Inſtances has ſhewn the and Depth of this 
Artifice, Nevertheleſs the Pope himſelf, even to 
the Days of this very Hildebrand, had his Election 
confirmed by the Emperor. But when Hemy 
IV. Siflained this Decree, and would not remove 
his Friends from their Benefices to make Room for 
the Creatures of Gregory, the Pope excommuni- 
cated and depoſed the Emperor, abſolved his Sub- 
jets from their Oaths of — and interdicted 
their Obedience to him. The Factions in Germany 
(which the Pope had taken Care to foment) made 
it expedient for Henry to ſue for Abſolution: when 
this arrogant and imperious Prelate made the Em- 
peror, his Queen, and young Prince wait at his 
Gate, ſtript of his Royal Robes, barefooted, in ex- 
treme Froſt and Snow, three Days without Eat- 
ing. This baſe Submiſſion diſguſted the Halian 
Princes under the Emperor, but ſwelled the 
Pope's Haughtineſs : to win the Favour of the for- 
mer, and hopeleſs of ſatisfying the Pride of the 
other, new Occaſion was given for another Excom- 
munication, and depoſing 'of the Emperor; in 
which Gregory implores the Aſſiſtance of Peter and 
Paul, that the World may know, that as they have 
Power to bind and looſe in Heaven, fo they have 
Power on Earth to give and take away Empires, 
Kingdoms, Principalities, Dukedoms, Earldoms, 
and the Poſſeſſions of all Men“.
